ABC ON THE ELECTORAL VOTE 


Keep your eye on the electoral votes when the election 


return* start rolling in tonight. 


There are 531 electoral votes divided up among the 


states. The candidate who gets a majority of them— 
266—wins. 


Why those 531 electoral votes? Because they equal the 


total number of people the 48 states have in Congress: 
9* Senators and 435 House members. 


Each state is entitled to a number of electoral votes 


equal to the number of people it has in Congress. For 
example: 


There are 47 New York state people in Congress: 


The two senators and 45 House members. 


There the Republicans have a slate of 47 electors. So 


lave the Democrats. 


Say Republican Thomas E. Dewey gets 3,000,000 votes 


n New York, and Democrat Harry S. Truman gets 
2,999,999. 


Then Dewey, although receiving only one more popular 


;ot« than Truman, gets all of New York's 47 electoral 
rates. Truman gets none. 


Does that mean the 2,999,999 popular votes for Truman 


wouldn't be included in the total national popular vote 
.o elect him? That's right. 


But wait Suppose in Illinois Truman gets 3,000,000 


jopulmr vote* and Dewey gets only 1,000,000. Then Tru- 
aan gets Illinois' 28 electoral votes and Dewey's 1,000,000 
popular votes don't count. 


Yes, but in those two states Truman receives 5,999,999 


popular votes to only 4,000,000 for Dewey, but Truman 
vsnds up with only 28 electoral votes while Dewey, be- 
:ause of his New York victory, has 47. 


That's right. It means a candidate could get more 


popular votes and yet lose the election because his op- 
ponent carried states with the most electoral votes. 


That has happened. 
la 1888 Democrat Grover Cleveland got a bigger popu- 


lar vote than Republican Benjamin Harrison. But Harri- 
son carried the states with the bigger electoral vote and 
won. 


This year Truman, or Dewey, could make a sweep of 


86 states and yet lose if his opponent carried only these 
12 states: 


California, New York, Pennsylvania, Illinois, Missouri, 


Kentucky, Indiana, New Jersey, Massachusetts, Ohio, 
Texas and Wisconsin. 


Why? Because those 12 states have 269 electoral votes, 


or three more than the 266 majority needed to win. 


But suppose it happened that no single candidate got a 


majority of the electoral votes. What then? 


The newly elected House of Representatives would 


choose the president from the three candidates receiving 
the greatest number of electoral votes. 


In that case the total House vote would be 48, with 


each state— no matter how many members it has in the 
House—entitled to only one vote. 


PROPHETS WITHOUT POLITICS 


Just as the politicians' dire warnings and rosy promises 


were reaching the peak of their carnnaign crescendo, some 
economists in the Agriculture Department issued a 
prediction. 
, 


From the way things now look, they said, we should 


bave continued prosperity until 1955. Given a relatively 
stable peace, they foresee employment and purchasing 
power staying at or close to the 1948 level. 
• 


It will be noted that there is nothing said about 


whether our government in the next six years is run by 
Republicans or Democrats or both. There is nothing to 
indicate a fear that one group would turn the country over 
to the Wall Street financiers, or that the other would wreck 
the narion by bureaucratic waste and inefficiency. 


That's the difference between economists and cam- 


paigning politicians—even when the economists are work- 
ing under a political administration. 


SLOW TORTURE 


Ji-.7ir.iy Petrillo of the musicians' union and the record 


cor-ipanies have reached an agreement for lifting the 10- 
month old Petrillo ban on the manufacture of new re- 
cordings. We don't know what brought about this un- 
happy state of affairs but, until convinced otherwise, 
we ehall lay it to a secret and unexpected weapon of the 
record makers. 


Not long after the ban was imposed, old disks of 


"Baby Face," "Bye, Bye Blackbird" and similar bygone 
tunes, heavy on the com and the banjo, began cropping up 
n the nation's jute boxes. 


Mr. Petrillo's musical ear may not be overly sensitive. 


But it's still our guess that when his hearing was assault- 
ed by these ancient abominations he decided it was time 
time to give up and call it quits.

Here And There 


Back in November, 1881, they 


had a heated election in Warren 
county, which centered around a 
contest for register and recorder. 
The result inspired The Ledger to 
print a story November llth, of 
that year, under the heading: "The 
Allen Ring Busted: George W. 
Kinnear is elected " Register and 
Recorder; Verily, There is a God 
In Israel—Joy Cometh In 
The 


Morning." 
The article regarding 
the election follows: "So far as 
Warren county is concerned, we 
have the pleasure of announcing 
the defeat of the Allen ring. S. H. 
Evans for register and recorder, 
was the especial pet of the Colonel 
faction, and he is defeated, by a 
small majority to be sure, but 
enough to show the ring that the 
wishes of the voters must be re- 
spected. They are opposed to bos- 
sism as a principal. The fight was 
made on the OfT:=e of Register and 
Recorder and the "party of great 
moral ideas" was defeated. We 
congratulate Tidioute Republicans 
who made a firm stand against 
Evans. 
Without their 
aid 
the 


work of crushing the ring would 
not have been accomplished. Ezra 
Hoyt, the Greenback candidate for 
the same office, came out with a 
slim vote, considering his great ex- 
pectations before the election, but 
he is young. And still we no not 
ignore his services. 
He took a 
number of votes that would have 
otherwise have gone to Evans." 


In that election which will be 


remembered by but 
few county 
residents today, Republicans were 
elected to all offices at stake, ex- 
cepting that of register and re- 
corder, and that contest resulted 
as follows- Evans, R, 1,599: Kin- 
near, D, 1790; Hoyt, G. B., 7S9.

Ellis, the only boy from Garland 


to give his life overseas, was born 
1.1 May, 1921, in Garland. He at- 
tended the Garland and Youngs- 
ville High School and entered the 
army_ January 7, -1943. 
He was 


eventually placed with the medi- 
cal unit and in July, 1944, sailed 
for England. 
While overseas, he 


served with hospital units in Eng- 
land, Scotland, France and Ger- 
many. 
On July 4, 1945, he met 


his death by accidental drowning. 
He, with five other boys from his 
organization, was riding in a jeep 
which plunged into 
the 
Yagat 


river in Germany The bridge had 
evidently been weakened by bombs 
and seems to have been unbarri- 
caded. He was one of the three 
who were drowned. 


A memorial service was held 
the next day for the three boys 
and he was interred in a military 
cemetery in Germany. 


The parents received many let- 


ters testifying to the high esteem 
in which their son was held, and 
his splendid service, by the many 
buddies he called his friends.

funeral Wednesday and the inter- 
ment in the family plot at Newton.
